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Trends Education 1939 and 1940 
James Fitzgerald, Ph.D. and Wm. Kelly, Ph.D. 


NTENSIVE writing and speaking 

every phase schoolwork have char- 
acterized Catholic educational activity for 
the year 1939. Study and discussion have 
been directed problems many fields 
including the following: the Encyclicals, 
goals education, the necessity for reli- 
gion education, curriculums, enrichment, 
remedial procedures, guidance, psycholog- 
ical service schools, rural and city school 
problems, higher and adult education, and 
teacher training. This article attempts 
appraise some these activities. 


Pope Pius and Education 
Youth 


the passing the great Pope, Pius 
XI, the world lost its leader and youth its 
principal benefactor. his Encyclical 
the Christian Education Youth, Catholic 
educators have found masterful guide 
the answers basic questions 
philosophy, curriculum, and principles 
method education. Clearly setting forth 
the purposes education warned the 
dangers modern philosophies. For those 
who are uncertain concerning what educa- 
tion really is, perusal the Encyclical 
would great benefit. The following 
quotation from the Encyclical most 
educative: 


Education essentially social and not 
mere individual activity. Now there are three 
necessary societies, distinct from one another 
and yet harmoniously combined God, into 
which man born; two, namely the family 
and civil society, belong the natural order; 
the third, the Church, the supernatural 
order. Consequently, education, which 
concerned with man whole, individually 
and socially, the order nature and 
the order grace, necessarily belongs all 
these three societies, due proportion, corre- 
sponding, according the disposition 
Divine Providence, the co-ordination 
their respective ends. 


This great scholar, rich book learning, 
rich activity, and rich sanctity has 


left for every priest, parent, and Catholic 
teacher inspiration and guide for the 
instruction children. 


Goals Education 


The past year has shown marked 
tendency for parents and teachers con- 
sider carefully the aims education and 
evaluate thoughtfully the curriculums, 
methods, and activities educational pro- 
grams. The reconsideration goals was 
suggested the two Encyclical letters 
his Holiness, Pius XII, which re- 
affirmed statements his great predeces- 
sors concerning education, stressed 
Christian principles, and emphasized the 
importance the individual. After warn- 
ing teachers their great responsibility 
the teaching and training youth and after 
calling attention the dangers material- 
ism and rationalism, pointed out the 
importance the family vital agency 
education. The Pope states: 


When churches are closed, when the image 
the Crucified taken from the schools, 
the family remains the providential and 
certain sense impregnable refuge Christian 
life. And give thanks God see 
families accomplish this, 
their mission, with fidelity undismayed 


Significant among the great statements 
the Encyclical letters was the pronounce- 
ment concerning service the layman. 
Pius XII says: 


moment when one forced note 
with sorrow the disproportion between the 
number priests and the calls upon them, 
when one sees that even today the words 
our Saviour apply: “The harvest indeed 
great, but the laborers are few” (St. Matthew 
ix, 37; St. Luke 2). The collaboration 
the laity the apostolate the hierarchy, 
collaboration indeed given many and 
animated with ardent zeal and generous self- 
devotion, stands out precious aid the 
work priests and shows possibilities 
development which justify the brightest hopes. 


The evaluation education teachers, 
both cleric and lay, indicates that the most 
important all basic values “bedrock” 
philosophy. Catholic teaching would “form 
Christ Catholic youth.” the light 
the principles philosophy, the objectives 
worthy home life, getting well with 
people, living peace with neighbors, 
harmless enjoyment, and planning 
worthy vocation are more and more 
stressed. The child led see values and 
given opportunity exercise his 
free will attaining them. The inspiring 
better living, through inculcating worthy 
ideals and the fostering vocational in- 
dependence through guidance are set forth 
worthy teacher aims. Above this 
year, Catholic teachers have come realize 
more fully the value effective teach- 
ing religion for evident in- 
creasing number educators that educa- 
tion must religious, 
coming from Christ and flowing those 
who will accept and who await it. 


Recognition Need for Religion 
Education 


Much modern educational literature 
depicts education searching for vital and 
adequate motives afforded religious 
education. This situation evident 
recognition that the public-school system, 
undertaking present every significant 
aspect contemporary culture while 
the same time entirely avoiding religion, 
seriously deficient. During the past year 
there have occurred many instances 
various educational meetings when thought- 
ful speakers, both Catholic and non-Cath- 
olic, urged renewed interest spiritual 
matters education. While the limits 
article this nature prevent full dis- 
cussion this general recognition the 
failure secularism education, several 
noteworthy instances will cited. Mere 
mention the theme the recent meet- 
ing the American Association Colleges, 
“The Quest for Abiding Values Educa- 
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tion,” will suffice. Likewise, very re- 
cent meeting the Association Urban 
Universities was declared that the process 
secularization urban institutions had 
proceeded point beyond all reason and 
the question how respiritualize higher 
education was problem still unanswered 
and unsolved. preliminary report the 
committee the New York Chamber 
Commerce now studying the efficiency and 
economy the New York public schools 
maintained that “among the needs the 
school was deep, true religious under- 
standing and The Congress 
Education for Democracy last summer dis- 
cussed the contribution religion and 
stressed the necessity for religious and 
moral training for youth attendance 
public schools. The present emphasis 
character formation, which evident 
modern educational literature, policies, and 
programs, another characteristic this 
trend. 

While this recognition the failure 
modern education has been gaining momen- 
tum Catholic speakers and writers, have 
been emphasizing the principle that man 
lives and learns for eternity, through the 
present use his time and endowments. 
The character discipline, the emphasis 
the dignity man, created the image 
God, the inculcation respect for lawful 
authority, the necessity for obedience, 
loyalty, honor, and respect for fellow man 
make Catholic training the most democratic 
and the same time most sound theory 
education. fact, the best safeguard 
against present social, political, and moral 
insecurity the trained mind, the dis- 
ciplined will, the moral fiber that results 
from truly Catholic education which 
religion gives point, principle, and purpose. 
When religion permeates the entire cur- 
riculum providing atmosphere for every 
bit schoolwork, then affords positive, 
thoroughly constructive foundation for the 
achievement human excellence. The 
Christian philosophy life and education 
alone possesses the remedy most effective 
against modern materialistic thought and 
action. 

While considering the topic religion 
education should noted that the 
theme the 1939 Convention the Na- 
tional Federation Catholic Alumni was 
“Man and Modern Secularism, the Conflict 
Two Cultures Considered Especially 
Relation The theme and the 
purpose the Convention involved re- 
vitalizing Catholic tradition and influ- 
ence American life, 
American Education. Among the many 
important points made the Convention’s 
Statement Religion Education the 
following vast significance, emphasiz- 
ing does the endeavor the graduates 
Catholic colleges broaden the influ- 
ence Catholicism: 


our conviction that the religious school 
best suited inculcate and develop that 
spirit reverence, justice, charity, and reli- 
gious liberty which lies the heart Amer- 
ican institutions. 
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From their early years our young people 
man’s origin and destiny God, and with 
leve truth and virtue. This the only 
method developing their personality. 


That the child should active learn- 
ing recognized teachers everywhere. 
The child should learn how efficient 
guided see values the curriculum and 
because the worth such subjects 
history, literature, and arithmetic, 
becomes interested learning. given 
freedom study many things which 
interested and his interests are broad- 
ened and developed. fact the teacher has 
greater task guiding interests worth- 
while values than drilling him upon skills 
and items which also must have fields 
such spelling and arithmetic. 


The Curriculum 

There has been demand for scientif- 
ically constructed curriculums, courses 
study, and textbooks throughout the coun- 
try. Reconstruction curriculum has re- 
ceived great deal attention. Many 
diocesan superintendents have planned ex- 
cellent courses study. New and worth- 
while books have been published. great 
maze material, however, has come upon 
the market, making necessary for Cath- 
olic teachers ever upon their guard 
evaluate various books and devices care- 
fully, not only detect errors philos- 
ophy but also discern “putter” and 
unnecessary materials, for very often ma- 
terials books are badly chosen im- 
properly presented. Slowly but surely there 
are evidences that superintendents and 
teachers too are being trained apply the 
criteria for judging and evaluating the ma- 
terials and activities curriculums, and 
the methods and procedures which cur- 
riculums are put into operation. 

Throughout the year there 
progress vocational education. city 
and rural districts there evidence that 
vocational aspects life and education 
are being considered. the country, units 
work agriculture, shopwork, animal 
husbandry, fruit and vegetable raising, 
home management, cooking, sewing, and 
other activities have been planned. the 
city, many these, and courses business 
methods, stenography, office practice, and 
various vocational occupations have, been 
initiated strengthened. 

time when Catholic secondary 
schools are growing rapidly number and 
expanding greatly student population 
urban areas very heartening note 
that there trend, still its initial 
stages, but definite trend nonetheless, 
equalize the opportunities rural youth 
receive Catholic high-school training. 
This trend consists present only the 
consideration the urgent necessity

fostering religion, promoting scientific 
farming and material welfare, enriching 
the cultural and social life our Catholic 
people the rural districts. 


Enrichment 


New units work reading, arith- 
metic, social studies, safety, and character 
have been constantly planned and executed 
under the guidance teachers. New and 
excellent books have been provided and 
made greater use throughout the year. 

Research studies children’s choices 
prose, poetry, conversation topics, and ac- 
tivities have been carried successfully 
and have eventuated better curriculums. 
Library facilities have been strengthened. 
New books have been provided many 
schools and better use has been made 
older books. The Catholic Library Associa- 
tion, the National Catholic Educational 
Association, and the Diocesan Superin- 
tendents have been interested providing 
books worth both for teacher and child. 
The Catholic Library Association has fos- 
tered improved library service and 
rendered assistance readers. 

Catholic papers have contributed their 
share the curriculum adult and child. 
Excellent weekly papers have provided in- 
teresting reading materials significance 
all levels difficulty. 

The Catholic Press has been reinforced 
the appearance some excellent dioc- 
esan newspapers which 
gion, education, and life the diocese. 
Accordingly, there seems strong 
impetus the use the press means 
education. 

The use motion-picture films and 
various other types visual presentation 
has also been developed. realized that 
while library book may read from 
fifty one hundred readers, film may 
viewed thousands and even tens 
thousands learners. 

The radio has become greater im- 
portance during the year. is, fact, 
coming real power education. 
Music, health, history, literature, drama, 
and current problems are presented vividly 
and clearly means the radio. ever- 
growing schedule excellent radio pro- 
grams makes education more varied and 
more interesting those schools which 
avail themselves the opportunities 
offered. 


The Activity Controversy 


The number papers still published 
concerning activity programs gives evi- 
dence that teachers are not satisfied either 
with the extreme traditional method the 
philosophy rampant activism. From the 
maze writing there seems emerge 
clearer understanding the purpose 
teaching and the methods teaching. 
Teachers are coming quite generally 
realize that they are teaching not subject 
matter but children, that the individual 
above subject matter, and that subject 
matter for the individual’s benefit and 
education. 
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The controversy about activity can 
hardly called controversy any longer 
for evident thinking people that the 
philosophy activism patently differ- 
ent thing from the activity technique 
instruction. Catholic Action activity. 
Catholic education itself activity, and 
the child order really learn must 
always active mentally, and sometimes 
physically. Children must free think; 
they must be, fact, guided learn 
think. Thinking high type done 
many the elementary schools. Tasks are 
often chosen the child, preparation for 
work made the child, work done 
the child, and eventually becomes 
able evaluate the work and know 
the results are good. mistakes are made, 
comes understand them and their 
causes and seeks remedy them. 


Remedial Programs 


The comprehensive program Catholic 
education not only has made advances 
providing enrichment for children high 
mental powers and efficiency, but has 
striven provide aid and assistance for 
those who have difficulties learning. 
reading, arithmetic, writing, English, and 
spelling, attacks upon the problems de- 
fects and deficiencies have been made 
throughout the year. 

The child has been made the center 
this endeavor. His difficulties have been 
considered, his powers appraised, 
interests inventoried that guidance may 
more effectively given. 

means intelligence and standard 
examinations, children have been tested. 
Observation and careful appraisal con- 
scientious teacher the child work, co- 
ordinated sometimes with the expert judg- 
ment supervisor, have combined fit 
instruction the needs and difficulties 
the child level where can best 
profit it. Experiments have shown im- 
provement not only through test scores, 
but also those greater and more 
intangible qualities, the desire learn 
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and improved attitude toward the work 
the school and the problems school, 
well those outside the school. 


Guidance 

One the most significant developments 
education, one which 
appeared with increasing frequency 
recent educational literature and which 
forming the chief topic for discussion 
many meetings professional organ- 
izations the Guidance Movement. How- 
ever, the rapid growth the movement 
has tended obscure some extent, the 
real significance the process. result 
much confusion still exists concerning the 
nature guidance. This confusion due 
not only the expansion the move- 
ment, but also its association with the 
vocational-education program. fact, 
its early stages the Guidance Movement 
was confined almost completely what 
now termed “vocational adjustment.” 

the moment, education placing 
much broader and more wholesome inter- 
pretation guidance. The term has now 
come signify the process aiding the 
student adjust himself his social and 
educational environment well help 
him plan intelligently his future vocational 
life. such, guidance the concern 
the entire educational process from the 
primary grades through the university. 

The purpose guidance the cultiva- 
tion the “whole man” not merely the 
cultivation the social civic intel- 
lectual aspects his nature. Since the 
ideal the whole man “man 
well “man the world,” Catholic 
schools, particularly the secondary and 
college levels, have been intensifying their 
efforts achieve this ideal. addition 
the moral and spiritual guidance which 
has always formed the core Catholic 
education, many institutions have seriously 
undertaken the task ascertaining the 
individual needs pupils enable them 
recognize their assets liabilities. 


guidance, personnel work, the use 
diagnostic tests, have become increas- 
ingly more prominent feature the work 
Catholic institutions, for the purpose 
rendering more effective the formation 
Christian character, citizenship, and 
leadership. 

Another significant development this 
field the provision courses Cath- 
olic Teacher Colleges and Schools Edu- 
cation prepare Catholic teachers 
properly for the work guidance. 
addition, these courses serve enable 
teachers meet the necessary qualifica- 
tions for certification guidance states 
and cities where that necessary. 


Psychological Service for Schools 


Somewhat akin the trend guidance 
the growing tendency provide psycho- 
logical service for the parochial school. 
Such service originating from child-guid- 
practical educational outgrowth the 
mental-hygiene movement. Clinical proce- 
dures and techniques have been developed 
and perfected. Such service should 
intrinsic part all education. has 
already demonstrated its usefulness 
integral part many public-school sys- 
tems. The need for this service just 
imperative Catholic education 
editor this JouRNAL pointed out the 
February, 1939, issue. 

The psychological service rendered 
the bureau clinic offers helpful means 
studying the multitude problems in- 
volving social, emotional, mental, and even 
moral adjustments, which might destroy 
the harmonious development personality 
and character. Such service involves 
comprehensive testing program and devel- 
opmental data, order observe every 
child early his school career discover 
his mental capacity, discover and 
correct behavior and conduct deviations 
adjustment the child school situ- 
ations. The purpose such service

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assist the diagnosis, treatment, and 
guidance backward, problem, and gifted 
children, well assist the under- 
standing and adjustment cases special 
disabilities school subjects. The service 
aims discovery, treatment, adjust- 
ment. Discovery without treatment may 
interesting, but little practical value. 
Every diocesan school system should have 
child-guidance clinic which renders this 
service, and should likewise have special 
classes for remedial work. 

This psychological service destined 
some form other become part 
the school organization. intimate the 
relation this service moral training, 
that Catholics should have special 
interest it. Any method treating and 
correcting conduct disorders, and other 
maladjustments which fails take into 
account true nature the child and 
neglects utilize supernatural helps can- 
not satisfactory. The techniques the 
child-guidance clinic employed under 
Catholic auspices hold 
ities for the welfare the individual child 
and for the progress Catholic education. 


Higher Education

DISCUSSING the psychological ad- 

vantages any method must con- 
sider such topics adaptation the 
interest pupils, motivation, intuitive 
processes, intrinsic interest, impression ver- 
sus expression, intellect versus memory, 
emotional appeal and reaction, and final 
objectives. logical begin with im- 
mediate and ultimate objectives for our 
objectives are satisfactory, shall 
better able judge our separate proce- 
dures. Evidently our purpose life 
attain, through knowledge, love God 
which manifest His service. “If you 
love Me, keep Commandments.” But 
not love abstract idea im- 
personal object. Hence, must first know 
God and Jesus Christ His Son. The first 
objective any course religion, then, 
edge, intelligent appreciation per- 
sonal God, and our relations with Him. 
Next, through training and stimulation 
the emotions attach the affections 
God. Finally, direct their action 
train pupils the service God. other 
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which varies both quantitatively and 
qualitatively from the ordinary routine, 
implies more freedom, more scope for 
development initiative, and more 
responsibility. involves ordinarily some 
form qualifying examination, concen- 
trated program the upper division 
the college, wide reading, and comprehen- 
sive examinations. 


The General College 


Another aspect higher education 
which has had interesting develop- 
ment recently the general college. Such 
school has recently been established 
Catholic university the Middle West. 
The general college has been established 
for those who can give only 
time college training, for those who 
wish improve themselves before enter- 
ing vocations not involving academic 
degrees, and for those who wish improve 
their capabilities before entering degree- 
conferring institution. The general college 
mentioned above provides present two- 
year terminal education for high-school 
graduates and the hope eventually 
expand its work provide full four- 
program. Among the features the 
general college are the eliminating rigid 
departmentalization and the relating 
each course taken the objectives and 
interests the individual order 
provide for his wholesome and effective 
adjustment modern living conditions. 


The Teacher 
Teacher training throughout the country 
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receiving careful thought diocesan 
superintendents and progress 
made preparing teachers for their duties. 
In-service classes have been organized. 
Normal-training courses have been planned. 
Many institutes have been held order 
that new inspiration and new research 
might presented the teachers. College 
classes have been organized with view 
training teachers for specific types 
work. Problems both teacher and child 
have been attacked with vigor and while 
many them await future solution, good 
progress has been made. 

Throughout the year there seems have 
been movement the direction 
humanizing instruction. better and 
better understood that the good teacher 
not the one who poses the master 
but rather friend and guide, the 
teacher who, sense, protects, warns, 
inspires, challenges. 

The teacher “thirty-nine” has 
approached closer the ideal teach- 
ing not fear but love, and disciplin- 
ing not physical power and regulations, 
but mental power and enrichment. The 
Catholic teacher must promote the cause 
Christ, and doing she realizes 
that she must know the child, his 
and his needs. She realizes that through 
service and kindness, rather than through 
exhortations and aloofness, she may help 
him the way worthy life. 

Teaching today more than ever con- 
sidered not drudgery bore, but 
pleasure and joy, service the highest 
import mankind.

Interests and Needs Pupils 
Considered 


accepted psychological principle 
that instruction should adapted the 


intelligence, the interests, and the 
needs the pupils. Because St. Salle’s 
method flexible this easily done. “It 
altogether evident that communicate 
this science and this life, the catechist 
should vary his procedures and his method 
according his audience. For the very 
young, the historical method and activity 
procedures seem indicated preference. 
Long sessions are broken hymns, and, 
certain circumstances, one even has re- 
course catechetical games which make 
the doctrine live and infuse Christian 
But while awakening interest, the 
teacher mindful that certain fundamental 
points doctrine morals must 
repeated and emphasized. Moreover, emo- 
tional reactions are not neglected. “In 
order that this (procedure) does not re- 
main the purely speculative state, the 
catechist causes expressed, simple 
and spontaneous formulas, acts faith,

Questions, multiplied 
during the catechism lesson, sustain his 
attention, but they not always excite 
his interest, nor they necessarily open 
his soul. know from experience that 
create this interest, which renders religious 
truth attractive and causes desired, 
the teacher must have recourse intuitive 
processes; they are the condiments that 
render appetizing and more easily assim- 
ilated. The child, especially the contem- 
porary child, feels more than reasons; 
penetrate his soul, the door 
the senses must knock: pictures, 
manual occupations, hymns 
poems, stories, comparisons taken 
from his environment, his games. would 
pretended make him seize the abstract

The Facts the Case

The third basic fact answers the ques- 
tion, how the purpose higher educa- 
tion achieved most effectively? From the 
standpoint content, the liberal 
was the answer found most gen- 
erally given higher education. This cur- 
riculum includes the classics, logic, mathe- 
matics, rhetoric, social studies, and 
great many institutions, laboratory sciences. 
widely agreed that such courses 
stimulate and develop the thinking process, 
and that proper development 
leadership through understanding the 
world’s knowledge and wisdom. much 
for content. 

The next and last basic fact answers the 
question, under what circumstances this 
content best mastered the student? And 
the answer: First, there the time ele- 
ment. Mastery the liberal arts years- 
long process. accepted educational 
theory that the standard four-year course 
will give the serious student broad sym- 
pathy for, and understanding of, the world 
which lives. During those years, 
must have time read subject matter, 
and must have time think about what 
reads. thinking, mean getting 
the roots problem penology na- 
tionalism, for instance. This means that, 
after reading all significant material, 
draws self-evident, logical conclusions. 
The answer also demands that the student 
well disposed think. Certainly 
obvious that time one’s hands does not 
mean that spends that time fruitful 
and constructive thought. The nation 
might overrun with Aristotles such 
were the case. Disposition think, just 
time, indispensable mastery subject 
matter. 

these four basic facts could just 
well add another: that (as evident 
all) higher education has been falling down 
its purpose. Where are the leaders col- 
leges and universities are supposed train 
for society? question echoed and re- 
echoed throughout America. day 


general unrest and widespread demoraliza- 
tion, time when the need for leaders 
never was greater, society may well put the 
question. 

There answer; there are answers. 
shall give one the one most quali- 
fied give. President Hutchins, the 
University Chicago, has given several, 
including opinion which supports 
case. Defeating the purpose higher edu- 
cation, Hutchins implied two years ago, 
were “love money, misconception 
democracy, false notion progress, 
distorted idea utility, and the anti-intel- 
lectualism which all these Some 
months later wrote these words about 
the self-help student: “Self-support means 
that college student who needs all his 
time get education has devote half 
holding down job from four eight 
hours day, able devote those 
hours the development his mind, our 
country might produce more Michelsons, 
Holmeses, and Deweys.” similar vein, 
President James Conant Harvard re- 
ported the university’s board over- 
seers that “We are coming realize 
what cost health and well-rounded de- 
velopment the poor boy has all too often 
obtained higher education.” 


Study Requires Time 


The answer shall give, then, not 
wholly original; only convictions 
what should done about are fresh. 
And suspect that even here not 
pioneering; that educators high places 
may have held, hold, the same opinion. 

Why doesn’t self-help student get from 
higher education what higher education 
should give him? First all, hasn’t 
time, enough time. All significant material 
course covers lot ground. The self- 
supporting student just can’t read all. 
might, takes only one course. 
However, most self-help students take 
more than one course. The majority 
those have known carried normal 15- 
credit program. 

The result superficial reading half- 
baked opinion quality thought often 
attributed college graduates. Neil- 
son, president Smith College, has said, 
“The real fault lies system educa- 
tion which has permitted you [students] 
Hundreds thousands hours our edu- 
cational institutions are wasted because the 
training goes almost the point where the 
thing becomes permanent, but not quite.” 

Has the self-help student time think? 
No, hasn’t. Can anyone think through 
the labor problem hour two? 
mean really think through. What chance 
has self-help student, working between 
four and eight hours daily, form any but 
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half-baked opinion this question? And 
yet, everyone realizes one the most 
vital before the nation. More 
baked opinions are needed settle it. 


The Disposition Think 


There something else the self-help stu- 
dent has too little of, and that the dispo- 
sition think, granting that does find 
some time. easy see why. foliows 
rigorous schedule. must plan 
squeeze class and study hours with his 
part-time employment. knew student 
who typed menus before lunch and dinner, 
scrubbed restaurant floor midafter- 
noon and did housework suburban 
home before breakfast and after classes. 
The doctor gave him sedatives when 
couldn’t sleep. 

Disposition think. rightly dis- 
posed, one should have quiet, time, and 
freedom from stress. What father can think 
clearly when the mortgage coming due; 
when his son faces critical operation; 
when his job jeopardized? One may think 
these conditions are out all proportion 
the worry and responsibility self- 
help student, but they are not. What may 
molehills the average adult are moun- 
tains him, and because they are vital, 
his mind often too disturbed 
thorough job thinking. 


Social and Cultural Values 


bad enough that lack time ham- 
pers intellectual progress the self-help 
student; worse that the same lack in- 
clines him toward selfishness. Well, can 
blamed his ambition aims principally 
self-advancement, socially 
cially? struggles along just getting by, 
while his more fortunate classmates enjoy 
the full all the academic, social, and cul- 
tural values higher education offers. Can 
one honestly condemn him for inclina- 
tion toward selfishness? And yet higher 
education would train for leadership. 

the other hand, the average self-help 
student doesn’t want luxurious life 
college; only the legitimate recreation and 
cultural opportunities his moneyed class- 
mates have. For instance, why shouldn’t 
enjoy least few campus parties, and 
meet young men and women terms 
intellectual and social equality? Such con- 
tacts are surely And why 
shouldn’t take part extracurricular 
activities: debating, glee club, dramatics, 
intramural sports? These are activities 
which develop desirable qualities leader- 
ship. Dr. Alexander Meiklejohn, one the 
nation’s most distinguished educators, 
wrote his book the liberal arts college, 
that students not “on their own ini- 
tiative, carry activities springing out 
their studies, then you may count 
that however well the tests are met the 
studies are little value. Show col- 
lege which literature taught but 
which the boys not learn them- 
selves ‘literary.’ However well literature 
may taught not well learned. What 
would you say the teaching philo-

self-help may object because haven’t told 
the whole story. They are convinced 
was when first started thesis year 
ago that self-help necessary for well- 
rounded education, because, they point out, 
the experience necessary for practical 
living. 

was searching analysis that ex- 
perience that changed mind radically 
year ago. have believed since that the 
supporters self-help base their claims 
misunderstanding. Experience and reason 
have proved that there valid 
theory explaining why student will 
better man for his self-help experience. 
Qualities punctuality, persistence, dili- 
gence, and the like, which supposed 
acquire result that experience, 
already has. brings them college 
with him. Put him almost any situation 
and the same traits will appear. say 
otherwise would suggest that self- 
help students have corner such desir- 
able qualities. The majority self-help 
students come from homes where these 
characteristics have been habits conduct 
since toddling age. 

Some may say the self-help student be- 
comes familiar with, and even adept at, 
several occupations. What does? Did 
jack-of-all-trades? could learn that out- 
side college. What did before en- 


tering college? Didn’t ever help 


the house: paint, hang wallpaper, take care 
his smaller brothers and sisters, tinker 
around the family car, repair the radio and 
his mother’s household appliances? And 
how has spent his summers? The average 
self-help student has had plenty occupa- 
tional experience before entering college. 

No, the student gets bad bargain when 
sells his time for jobs pay college 
expenses. loses precious values, and the 
loss almost irrevocable. 


How Solve the Problem? 


believe higher education faces serious 
problem here. believe likewise that solu- 
tion possible. believe colleges and. uni- 
versities can outlaw self-help. There will 
public opinion contend with at. the 
outset; public opinion which particularly 
significant state-supported colleges and 
universities. People will protest 
expected. Citizens who pay 
support higher education will not like 


its doors are closed self-help. Sons and 
daughters many citizens can get col- 
lege education other way. But the 
fact remains that higher education has 
purpose train minds and train for 
leadership. Once citizens understood this 
purpose they would not interfere with 
higher education its program achieve 
it. Once taxpayers realize self-help pro- 
duces ill-trained minds and mediocre lead- 
ership, they are certain withdraw their 
objections. Especially should they will- 
ing cooperate the solution includes 
plan that would afford opportunity for 
needy and deserving students get col- 
lege education.

When one reflects that govern- 
ment subsidies extend everything, from

Subsidization needy and deserving 
students not historically new any 
means. fact, one could term ultramodern 
the policy Vittorino Feltre, distin- 
guished Italian humanist the fifteenth 
century. known the first modern 
schoolmaster. Feltre gathered about 
him not only the sons the rich, but also 
sons the poor. the latter gave the 
same attention the former. But didn’t 
stop with supporting and educating the 
poor student free charge. actually 
prevailed citizens Mantua, seat his 
school, help support the poor student’s 
family that student was breadwinner. 

The second alternative almost old 
higher education. comprises loans, 
scholarships, and fellowships offered 
colleges and universities. Scholarships and 
fellowships often provide expenses for one 
more academic years. only tuition 
and fees are provided, the student often 
able borrow from the loan fund for liv- 
ing expenses. Unfortunately, funds from 
these sources are far too limited. endow- 
ments were multiplied many times, perhaps 
this plan would obviate the need govern- 
ment subsidy. 

The third alternative borrow money 
from sources outside higher education. Re- 
grettably, students either shy away from 
plunging heavily into debt, are un- 
able negotiate adequate loans. Students 
who could borrow enough but who object 
because going into debt see with too 
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narrow perspective. student goes 
college four eight years. most cases, 
will graduate before 25. That 
means his debt should off his hands 
30, least. has years earning 
capacity after that. 

the government would not subsidize, 
could not provide loan funds for needy 
students, such the FHA for home- 
owners? Are there not private agencies 
which could set fund for the same 
purpose? being done now, course, 
but there are hundreds needy students 
for every $1,000 available loan funds 
private institutions. 

The fourth alternative appeals 
more than the others, for reasons noted 
below. this. Needy students should 
postpone their college education until they 
can earn enough money finance it. 
favor this plan because would keep youth 
out college until maturity.

Industrial arts 
purposes give youngster oppor- 
tunity deal with the processes funda- 
mental each type work, rather than 
acquire developed skill any one field 
Hence, its objectives are: (1) 
“finding course” for the direction 
youngster’s talents; (2) 
create interest and elementary skill 
handling tools and making projects for his 
own use and leisure. the other hand, 
vocational education mainly purposes 
train student thoroughly particular 
craft. This latter then the nature 
apprentice school for older students de- 
velop into skilled craftsmen. 

The public schools were many years 
gearing themselves incorporate industrial 
arts and vocational education their cur- 
riculum. But today, not only the public 
schools, but the educational departments 
the Works Progress Administration 
and the Civilian Conservation Corps have 
realized the necessity for courses instruc- 
tion industrial arts. The profusion 
clubs and organizations devoting them- 
selves crafts and creative hobby activi- 
ties evidence enough the current gen- 


eral interest this type instruction. 
Bookstore and department-store buyers are 
catering more and more the increasing 
demand for craft and hobby books. Pub- 
lishers are promoting titles meet the 
needs the school shops and home shops 
because demand for such books. 

And the meantime, off and apart, our 
Catholic schools have stood, unwilling 
touch this branch instruction. one 
sweeping generalization would comprehen- 
sively explain the apathy our group for 
shopwork. But person were name 
the biggest causal factor, would 
general attitude mind among our Cath- 
olic teachers, fostered largely our tradi- 
preparation. 


What Education? 

secret that there preponderant em- 
phasis the arts, the so-called cultural 
branches learning. And possibly for that 
very reason haven’t become bit over- 
sophisticated estimating intrinsic educa- 
sional people, academicians sense, and 
naturally favor our own type work.

Don’t misunderstand the point these 
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words, for there case made here 
against culture cultural subjects our 
schools. This writer has done most his 
work with Catholic schools the academic 
field. simply fair question asked 
the interest the progressive development 
our Catholic school system. Our general 
attitude not unique. The shop people 
the public schools were contronted for years 
and are confronted today with curriculum 
directors and superintendents who have 
interest the place the shops and shop 
instruction. But lest cloak ourselves 
with smug traditionalism, ought face 
two developments which call for our con- 
sideration and attention. 

the first place, out the turmoil 
the late war and decade straggling 
depression, young Americans 
disillusioned about the cultural values 
education that leaves them poorly 
equipped support the bare necessities 
life. This country flooded with white- 
collared people who have been geared 
expect the maximum out life when they 
have job with their own desk and tele- 
phone and the ultimate they have 
stenographer write letters for them 
sign. Caught the mesh office politics, 
small salaries, slow promotions, 
boredom they begin realize that 
machinist good mechanic can work 
eight hours day for five days week and 
enjoy moderate wages far beyond their 
white-collar salaries. Hence the need for 
substituting and tolerating some the 
pragmatic aspects education today for 
our strictly cultural program. 


The Modern Situation 


second development, logically arising 
from the above, calls for immediate action 
the part Catholic educators. Statistics 
show that the demand for instruction 
shop courses, both for vocational and avo- 
cational pursuits, has attracted students 
school who definitely would reluctant 
continue their education general 
course. More than that, they have attracted 
thousands youngsters public high 
schools because they “want learn some- 
thing they can use later on.” And right 
wrong, many “practical-minded” American 
Catholic parents feel that their youngsters 
are justified seeking prepare them- 
selves for the one important task making 
living. Many Catholic teachers will call 
this rank pragmatism. Year after year 
are more insistent that Catholic boys and 
girls attend Catholic high school; and 
year after year met with indifference 
Catholic parents, often for the reason 
just described. 

This isn’t the first time that pragmatism 
has made inroads our system the dis- 
tress culture-minded educators. Some 
years ago had succumb the de- 
mand for commercial classes keep young- 
sters coming Catholic schools. And 
today may well face the demands for 
industrial education and vocational train- 
ing squarely and honestly. entirely 
fair our discussion, however, must

point out two major obstacles adopting 
program industrial arts our Cath- 
olic schools. Both are evident they are 
formidable; but neither insurmountable. 

the first place, our teachers are not 
trained handle courses this type. The 
present demand for more 
fessional training for its members has taxed 
most religious communities the utmost. 
These communities have fought uphill for 
years give their members the degrees 
and titles necessary for the prestige their 
particular institution. And have con- 
ceded pretty generally that such training 
important. And now enter entirely 
new field would big strain the re- 
sources everybody. the second place, 
the expense for necessary equipment, sup- 
plies, and upkeep courses vocational 
subjects would heavy for self-support- 
ing system not enjoying the subsidies 
granted public schools. 

examining these two factors 
look them excuses rather than ob- 
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stacles. There was day, now happily pass- 
ing, when any teacher with pinch good 
will and sense discipline could teach 
English, history, anything else the 
schedule. have finally mastered that 
situation providing adequate prepara- 
tion enable teacher good pro- 
fessional job. And that same good will and 
spirit sacrifice can directed prepar- 
ing teachers for industrial and vocational 
education. would seem strange see 
priests and Brothers the high-school field 
donning overalls and mechanic’s jackets 
learn the proper operation buzz saw, 
lathe, and joiner. The fact the matter 
is, however, that many priests and Broth- 
ers are mechanically inclined and would 
thoroughly enjoy studying the teaching ap- 
proach such subjects they had the 
opportunity. 

for the expense that supplies and 
equipment would entail, can simply say 
this: has been done before and shall 
done again. 
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Social Services and the Schools. No. 
The Schools and the Library 


the report the “Social Services and the Schools” which 
are considering this series editorials find the dis- 
cussion the relation the school and the library controlled 
assumption underlying the whole report namely, that all 
social services educational character must ultimately 
placed under public educational authority which means board 
education with widely extended powers operating through 
the city superintendent schools. shall examine this par- 
ticular proposition later the series. 

The public library educational institution offering spe- 
cialized educational service the entire population. 
significant elsewhere the report that the entire library serv- 
ices community are not considered, but only the govern- 
mental agency. The fact that government provided makes 
instrument totalitarianism Europe.

these preconceptions did not vitiate the discussion, the 
report would much more helpful than is. Allowing for 
them can find helpful hints for our discussion. 


What the community library service? frst service 


“to the entire population.” Its contribution is, from the stand- 
point the school, made “through distinctive purposes, meth- 
ods, and breadth offering.” While libraries originally pro- 
vided reading materials, books, documents, periodicals, and 
newspapers largely adult readers, they now include many 
places “children’s rooms, specialized subject divisions 
branches, advisory services, reading courses, discussion groups, 
and related educational offerings” (p. 29). Its procedures are 
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“informal yet purposeful.” The classroom attitude and spirit 
would render ineffectual much the present library work. 
The “public library” not the exclusive agency community 
library services, but these include “churches, settlements, asso- 
ciations, clubs, industries, and institutions higher education 
and research.” 

The report says, two public agencies meeting com- 
mon educational need essentially the same methods and 
coming serve much the same population, the need for con- 
sideration some means uniting their efforts apparent” 
(p. 30). Here good illustration where the presupposition 
controls the statement fact and conclusion. The library 
and the school are not meeting common educational need. 
The school primarily concerned with the education chil- 
dren and adolescents, and the library with the whole popula- 
tion, but largely with adults. The methods, spirit, and value 
the services are widely different even though both might 
called educational. There genuine need for cooperation 
and co-ordination even for but clear need 
for “unification case made for the 
“ultimate unification which envisioned” (p. 36) and the 
“widespread amalgamation school and library forces” (p. 
35) which must await professional leadership 
opinion, but which can now accelerated the initiative 
school authorities. 

The arguments for control public libraries boards 
education are very weak compared with the arguments the 
other side. The arguments for are: (1) They would united 
under common authority; (2) even though are 
the services could co-ordinated; (3) the library 
personnel would established the educational personnel 
and (4) would make possible library service areas (espe- 
cially rural areas) where there none now. This merely the 
argument for centralization with the assumption always 
beneficent. 

The report frankly states the case against the unification 
more fully; and the statement fair and objective and, for 
the present, least, conclusive. quote the main point 
fully: the strongest argument raised against placing 
public libraries under boards education that these boards, 
present constituted, have educational viewpoint which 
fails encompass the full implications the library 
educational institution. Many boards not yet recognize the 
contribution libraries both formal and informal education 
and the wise use leisure time. Under this handicap the 
libraries suffer, said, from lack that consideration 
which consistent with their importance. Likewise, feared 
that associate the formal atmosphere the tradi- 
tional classroom with libraries controlled school authorities 
and consequently hesitate take advantage the service. 
further asserted that under this form control the libraries 
lack representation before the public such they enjoy under 
separate board. The argument that service the public 
would become subordinate the school service can sometimes 
substantiated although means that situation uni- 
versal. The whole configuration attitudes toward the matter 
could changed broader viewpoint the part boards 
education” (p. 33, 34). 

Other difficulties are: (1) Would the superintendent 
schools under the librarian the librarian under the super- 
i.e., the authority executives; (2) the different 
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types administrative units would complicate the problem; 
and (3) endowments have many cities vested control 
public libraries private corporations associations. 

The objections and difficulties make inadvisable “recom- 
mend whole absorption public libraries local boards 
but piecemeal process should until the in- 
spired educational leadership appears. 

Centralization think delusion and snare. think 
likely usually more deadly than the decentralization 
—or even confusion chaos which replaces. were 
with cooperation the decentralized agencies furnishing the 
unity services which desirable. 

Catholic schools are very much interested this problem for 
very simple reason. The nature, character, and administra- 
tion the library service present constituted makes 
possible for Catholics Catholic schools and hospitals re- 
ceive fully the benefit the public library. would so- 
cially unwise have this problem complicated with the “school 
where for reasons their own (conscience) Catholics 
cannot take advantage fully the opportunities public 
formal education. This same point applies public health and 
public recreation which will discussed later.-—

peace and prosperity has failed. would great thing for 


Catholic children this country the Pope’s spirit inter- 
preting that treaty were followed: 


Now, true that with the passage time and the substantial 
change circumstances, which were not and perhaps could not 
have been foreseen the making treaty, such treaty 
some its clauses can fact become, least seem become, 
unjust, impracticable, too burdensome for one the parties. 
obvious that, should such the case, recourse should had 
good time frank discussion with view modifying the 
treaty making another its stead. But consider treaties 
principle ephemeral and tacitly assume the authority 
rescinding them unilaterally when they are longer one’s 
advantage, would abolish all mutual trust among States. 
this way, natural order would destroyed and there would 
seen dug between different peoples and nations trenches division 
impossible refill. 


And how shall think about peace recall the purely 
human dream inevitable progress? “Gone,” says the Pope, 
“are the proud illusions limitless progress.” The powerful 
ones the world tell that after the bloody conflict has 
ceased, there will “new order.” This promise prompts 
many questions: 


Will the future really different? Above all, will better? 
Will treaties peace, will the new international order the 
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end this war animated justice and equity toward all, 
that spirit which frees and pacifies? Or, 

Will there lamentable repetition ancient and recent 
errors? 


are warned His Holiness that the hour victory 
for the victor the hour temptation, that that hour “the 
angel justice strives with the demons The 
foundation for the new peace must found the spirit; 
must not merely economic and political peace, but 
peace based moral and religious grounds. will require 
re-education mankind. The Pope says: 

Once the bitterness and the cruel strifes the present have 
ceased, the new order the world national and international 
life must rest longer the quicksands changeable and 
ephemeral standards that depend only the selfish interests 
groups and individuals. No, they must rest the unshakable 
foundation, the solid rock natural law and Divine Revela- 
tion. There the human legislator must attain that balance, that 
keen sense moral responsibility, without which easy mis- 
take the boundary between the legitimate use and the abuse 
power. Thus only will his decisions have internal consistency, 
noble dignity and religious sanction, and immune from selfish- 
ness and passion. 


such foundation found, and now prepare ourselves 
for its translation into terms permanent peace for men 
good will, may expect not only for Poland but for all 
nations, including Germany and Russia, particular, resur- 
rection harmony with the principles justice and true 
peace.”

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Teaching Art the Grade School 


NTOUCHED possibilities for the artist, 
craftsman, teacher, and pupil lie the 
use wax crayons. They are combination 
wax and colored pigment. 
liantly tinted, easily available, convenient 
size, and rich pleasing texture, wax 
crayon quickly responsive the eager 
touch the fascinated child. These qualities, 
combined with economy, are perhaps factors 
that make crayons first choice with children 
and cause their extensive use 
medium the primary grades. 
Unfortunately, this very simplicity and 
adaptability has caused the crayon 
thought material for beginners only, 
and the growing student discards for the 
supposedly more mature art mediums. Such 
attitude, course, mistake, for the 
thorough and broad-minded teacher recognizes 
all mediums simply different vehicles with 
which express art, and finds various tools 
many possibilities effects and technique. 


Crayon Batik Cloth 


Materials: 

Muslin, silk, gingham, any plain material; 
box crayon colors; cold dye. 

Draw the desired design wrapping 
paper, any strong paper, the size the 
cloth decorated. 

Tack this with the cloth top, 
thin enough seen through, securely 
drawing board some smooth surface. 

With white crayon, color both sides 
all the parts the design that are remain 
the-original color the cloth. 

Color all other parts the design with 
the desired colors. (Be sure put the crayon 
thickly.) 

Put the crayon-designed cloth into pre- 
viously prepared bath colored cold dye. 
Rinse and down allow the dye cover 
the cloth evenly. After the desired tone 
obtained, hang the cloth dry. not 
wring out the water, this will crack the 
crayon. While the cloth still damp, place 
between newspapers and iron remove the 
wax and set the color. 

When the cloth used not transparent, 
trace over the pencil lines the designed 
paper with light-colored crayon. Turn this 
face down the cloth and press with hot

Crayonexing Wood 
Materials: 
Small wooden boxes, breadboards, wooden

Galileo and His Astronomical Troubles 


Astronomical Ideas Prior Galileo 

During the whole Middle Ages the people 
generally believed that the earth round, 
that stands the center the Universe, 
and that sun, moon, and stars revolve around 
daily circles. This called the 
centric System.” was scientifically fixed 
the second century after Christ the Alexan- 
drian Geographer Ptolemy, whence also 
named the “Ptolemaic System.” From 
have such expressions as, “the sun rises,” “the 
moon moves across the sky,” “the stars set.” 
these expressions are also used the 
Bible, the Ptolemaic geocentric system 
received religious aspect and was more 
less clearly looked upon part Chris- 
tian dogma. 

the first half the sixteenth century 
the Catholic scholar Nicholas Copernicus, 
studying carefully the works former 
astronomers his own 
tions, formed another system. taught, first, 
that the sun stands still and that the earth 
and the planets revolve yearly around it; 
and second, that the earth itself daily rotates 
its own axis thereby producing day and 
night. This called the 
System,” or, from the name its author, the 
“Copernican System.” (Copernicus died 
AD. 1543.) 

Though this greatly simplified 
astronomical calculations, Copernicus was not 
able adduce true, cogent proof for its 
reality, 

account the opposition between this 
system and the (popular) terminology em- 
ployed the Bible Copernicus’ system was 
most violently condemned the leaders 
the Protestant movement soon 
became known. 

The authorities the Catholic Church 
the contrary took official notice for 
more than seventy years. The Copernican 
theory was discussed within the charmed 
circles professional astronomers, who 
seriously tried raise genuine proofs 
from the rank mere hypothesis that 


actual truth. Their publications, 
they wrote any, were composed Latin, the 
language science, and the people large 
heard little their investigations and disserta- 
tions. The reserved attitude the Church 
changed when new champion the helio- 
centric theory appeared the field the 
person Galileo. 

II. Galileo and the Copernican Theory 

Galileo, famous university professor 
mathematics and astronomy Italy, acquired 
important inventions and discoveries. 

About the year 1611 became acquainted 
with the Copernican (heliocentric) theory. 
accepted enthusiastically and spoke and 
wrote about fact, though had 
more proofs for than his predecessors. 
used the Italian language, the new theory 
became more widely and 
known and talked about, and the countless 
adherents the old system were roused 
fierce opposition. 

some principal Italian cities, especially 
Florence, vehement controversy was soon 
raging, which neither party (Galileo himself 
least all) refrained from hurling opprobri- 
ous epithets the other, conversations, 
speeches, and publications. For several years 
the Church authorities did 
waiting for the tempers cool down. 

make matters worse, Galileo, though 
layman with special studies Scriptural 
science, had tried explain the Biblical ex- 
pressions referring the motion the sun 
his sense, word mouth and 
widely circulated letter. Such words “the 
sun “the sun moves,” “the sun sets,” 
could understood said the apparent 
motions the sun instead real ones. 
now know that this correct, but Galileo 
could not know because had proof 
for it. 

There was argument for 
centric theory. Cardinal Robert Bellarmine, 
who had always shown the keenest interest 
declared that there were real proof, the 


Church would abandon the 
traditional way understanding those Biblical 
terms and permit them understood 
metaphorical sense; namely,,as denoting 


apparent movements. But argument was 


beautifui, brilliant, reasonable itself. But 
was reality? Nobody that time could 
answer this most important with 
intelligent Yes. the the time, 
far they took any notice it, the theory 
appeared hopelessly the clearest 
statements the Sacred The more 
intellectual classes saw that was 
hanging the air unpraved idea. (The 
first real proof was based the laws 
motion, 1686, the second, 1728, what 
called the “aberration 


III. The Church Galileo 
The “First Process,” 1615-16 

The Church authorities were not eager 
interfere controversy which one side 
was held prominent and well deserv- 
ing personage But the contest 
had assumed too wide dithensions and the 
waves agitation rose 

The Church’s reasons for taking the matter 
hand all were: unheard 
change understanding the Bible was 
advocated without there being any proof for 
the necessity the change; second, the fact 
that men, high and low, who should have 
left the Bible alone interpret it. 

When Galileo heard that the matter had 
actually been taken Rome, his 
own record went thé Eternal City 
defend his cause was treated with 
great forbearance and even honored several 
princes the Church and other prominent 
men. 

Meanwhile the Inquisition 
investigated the new doctrine and came 
the conclusion, that the statements, “The sun 
stands still” and “the earth revolves and 
rotates” must condemned contrary 
the unequivocal doctrine Holy Scripture. 
These statements were, course, understood 
expressing facts, not hypothesis. 

Galileo personally had nothing with 
this proceeding. sentence was pronounced 
against him and penalty imposed. was 
however ordered not teach the Copernican 
system any longer fact, though might 
teach good theory hypothesis, and 
might even search for factual arguments 
its favor. promised submission. 

The work Copernicus, The Revolutions 
the Heavenly Bodies which -he pro- 
pounded his theory forbidden until 
corrected designate the theory theory 
and not fact. (These alterations could 
easily made with pen and ink.) This book, 
the decree declared, should all means 
preserved and upheld for the benefit the 
Christian world. 

This whole procedure called “The First 
Process the Cause Galileo.” 

The “Second 1633 

Galileo did not obey the injunction received 
the first Process. defended the Helio- 
centric System unrestrictedly fact both 
word mouth and extensive work, 
the satyric Dialogue the Two Principal 
Systems, for which had obtained ecclesias- 
tical approbation fraud. But the Church 
authorities left him alone for eighteen years. 

1633 was summoned Rome 
answer before the Inquisition the charges 


while his case was inves 
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The Roman Inquisition found Galileo guilty 
heresy, excommunicated him and sentenced 
him lifelong imprisonment. once 
made solemn renunciation his fault, 
whereupon the excommunication 
drawn. The verdict lifelong imprisonment, 
however, was carried out. The few weeks 
still spent Rome, his prison consisted 
the palace the Florentine Ambassador, and 
later was confined his own vilia Arcetri 
near Florence, which was not allowed 
leave without permission. never saw the 
inside real prison. 

was way hampered his scientific 
investigations. During the nine years which 
was still living, made number 
discoveries and inventions chiefly the sphere 
physics. died 1642, after receiving 
his deathbed the blessing Pope Urban

homemade troubles will followed an-

You are certainly 
complicated mechanism, governed whole 
one will, yet possessing almost infinite 
variety energies and activities that seem 
work marvelous unison toward your wel- 
fare. For all these little cells that make 
the various organs your body, each 
with its own peculiar functions, characteristics, 
aptitudes, form one vast harmonious whole 
pulsating with life and governed 
crowning glory man intelligence.

Those who follow educational news the 
Catholic and the secular press know how 
varied and far reaching are the present-day 
activities Catholic educators. outstand- 
ing example these activities has been the 
attention given improving the teaching 
religion. 

the reason for the existence Catholic 
schools that our children may learn their 
religion and learn live their everyday 
lives and understand the relation Divine 
Truth all their secular studies, not 
surprising note that the first interest 
Catholic educational leaders during the past 
few years has been improve the teaching 
religion. 


Progress Teaching Religion 


one the Jubilee Lectures* the 
Catholic University America, last summer, 
Felix Kirsch, O.M.Cap., points out 
common “heresy” teachers religion; 
namely, “that knowledge goodness.” 
observes that “Satan was guilty that heresy 
when tempted Eve commit the first 
sin.” quotes St. Bonaventure 
definition faith “primarily habit 
which our intellect voluntarily captivated 
for the service Christ.” And points out 
that the new Catechism, entitled Catholic 
Faith, which came during the past year from 
the Catholic University America planned 
specifically avoid this old heresy and 
develop the good habits and resolutions that 
alone will make religion function properly 
the lives the pupils. 

The efforts the Church instruct and 
guide those children outside her schools 
has been particularly outstanding during the 
past few years, and has continued expand 
during the year 1939. Religious instruction 
given children Saturdays Sundays 
most parishes. many parishes (and the 
number constantly increasing) summer 
vacation schools religion are conducted 
priests, seminarians, Sisters, and lay teachers. 
Thousands children are thus prepared for 
First Holy Communion and Confirmation. 
Often, these summer schools 
necessary impetus pastor and people 
shoulder the burden parochial school.

another Jubilee Lecture the Catholic 
University America, Rt. Rev. Msgr. John 
Hagan, director the Sisters College 
the Cleveland Diocese, gave comprehensive 
summary the history and present status 
Catholic elementary education the 
United States. said: “The Catholic elemen- 
tary school system America unique. Only 
Europe the Middle Ages can find 
anything quite comparable. The Church

Msgr. Hagan called attention the 
progress organization and administration 
the parish schools. sixty dioceses, 
said, the pastors, principals the schools, 
are assisted diocesan school board;

development Catholic teachers’ colleges. 
The Sisters College the Catholic University 
America pioneered the work training 
Sisters specifically for their duties the 
elementary school.

The present need for 
more such diocesan teachers’ colleges for 
more specific training elementary teachers 
the department education Catholic 
universities. 

regard enrollment our elementary 
schools, Mr. Cummings, the lecture previ- 
ously referred to, has this report: “Up 
1930 each biennial survey conducted the 
N.C.W.C. showed increase the enroll- 
ment our elementary schools. Each the 
four surveys conducted 1932, 1934, 1936, 
and 1938, the other hand, indicated 
The elementary enrollment reached its 
peak 1930 when 2,222,598 children were 
enrolled. the present time the enrollment 
that the enrollment now almost the equiv- 
alent what was years ago. 

The duty Catholic education the 
present situation, Mr. Cummings suggests, 
take advantage the fewer number 
pupils the lower grades improve teach- 
ing, send the Sisters teachers’ college 
for longer preparation before they begin 
teach, and, perhaps, for the religious orders 
undertake work new fields. Mr. Cum- 
mings made another significant statement 
which carries its own suggestion. said: 
“Tt should remembered that the 13,114 
churches with resident priests and 5,643 
missions there are only 7,561 parishes that 
have schools. Improved business conditions 
will undoubtedly cause the erection many 
new parochial schools.” 


Catholic High Schools

Mr. Cummings commented the vast 
problem the Catholic high school 
provide accommodations for this still increas- 
ing army adolescents who demand adequate 
preparation for life. Referring the need 
vocational courses, said: 

handicap sending pupils for part-time 
courses near-by public vocational schools. 
Perhaps better plan wouid secure 
the cooperation local industries which 
students not fitted for academic work might 
learn trades during part the day. The large 
fund that has been appropriated the fed- 
eral government for vocational education 
could best used for industrial training 
this kind instead adding the facil- 
ities public vocational schools. 

“Whether not Catholic schools present 
opportunities for vocational education, there 
reason why our schools cannot give 
proper direction pupils regard their 
future occupation. Schools cannot create jobs. 
They cannot train workers 20,000 occupa- 
tions. But progressive school systems through 
instruction vocational guidance can bring 
changing patterns modern vocations.” 

Catholic educators are fully conscious 
the-need for adapting the high-school program 
the present-day situation. Mr. Cummings, 
his lecture, noted that “recent reports 
diocesan superintendents reveal many signifi- 
cant efforts this direction. One syllabus 
after another being revised terms the 
present, without sacrificing the 
basic principles upon which our Catholic edu- 
cational system founded.” 

Rev. Dr. George Johnson, the Catholic 
University America, and secretary-general 
the N.C.E.A., devoted the Jubilee Lecture 
“The Catholic Church and Secondary 
Education.” He, too, gave specific attention 
the problem adapting the curriculum 
the needs the three classes students 
which modern conditions have thrust into our 
high schools. Our American high schools, 
Catholic and non-Catholic, were originally 
intended prepare the few chosen ones for 
college entrance. “The gifted youth,” says 
Father Johnson, “is perhaps the most sinned 
against all our school population. 
cannot expect our colleges and universities 
achieve high standards excellence the 
material they receive from the secondary 
schools not properly prepared, has never 
received the necessary mental discipline, and 
has wasted its substance education that 
not worthy its mental caliber.” 

“The second group,” according Dr. 
Johnson, “is made those who have 
mental ability but whose interests are not 
higher learning. They need more gen- 
eral education than they can possibly obtain 
the first eight grades. addition this, 
they need guidance and direction and some 
beginning preparation for the work they 
expect The curriculum for stu- 
dents this kind should based what 
known educational parlance the ‘real’ 
studies.” 

the third group Father Johnson places 
the great number youth who “will find 
employment jobs that require little 
formal education beyond the eighth grade 
and specific vocational training. Clerical 
employees, distributive workers, machine 
operators, small proprietors, will recruited 
from this 
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“Real happiness for these people will have 
sought outside employment, avoca- 
tional and leisure-time activities. What 
they need upward extension the 
common schooling which there will 
emphasis the moral, cultural, and 
spiritual aspects life. Perhaps when these 
youth are about years age some oppor- 
tunity for part-time employment should 
provided, not primarily get them gain- 
fully employed, but order help them 
achieve that satisfaction and stability which 
comes doing some real tasks that are 

Father Johnson spoke the general lack 
vocational training our high schools 
with the exception commercial courses. 
“The Catholic ideal,” said, ever been 
and continues be: Every Catholic child 
Catholic school. the present moment, 
the possibility achieving this ideal the 
secondary level seems rather remote. Yet there 
are hopeful signs. What stands our way is, 
course, lack financial resources. Aca- 
demic education far less costly than voca- 
tional education. However, today 
seems the consensus opinion that 
anything like direct and specific training 
the trades should not given the high 
school. The program there should more 
basic and generalized, what known pre- 
vocational type. This kind education 
not prohibitively could given 
any our diocesan high schools.” 


The Catholic Youth Organization 


Father Johnson spoke the general lack 
present-day high-school problem per 
cent educational and per cent custodial. 
“Catholic parents have the 
said, “of watching over their children and 
ministering all their needs. Some these 
needs are physical, some vocational, some 
social, and some cultural. Always and con- 
stantly clamoring for satisfaction are the 
spiritual needs youth... 

would simplify matters tremendously 
could confine ourselves safely the 
academic high school. However, does not 
need leadership, need followers likewise. 
must find way making the leaven 
Christian culture permeate all our 

Father Johnson concluded the Jubilee 
Lecture with discussion the injustice 
involved the American system school 
support. cited the attempt the Fed- 
eral Government avoid some this in- 
justice recent educational assistance 
youth. The hope future solution con- 
cluded his lecture: “Other nations have found 
way solving this problem. Sooner later 
are bound find way solving 
here the United States.” 

The analysis our present secondary edu- 
cational problem custodial 
prompts add Father Johnson’s sug- 
gestions the observation that quite consider- 
able part the custodial problem being 
shouldered the Catholic Youth Organiza- 
tion recently launched our Bishops. This 
movement sponsored the Church and sup- 
ported the socially minded laity doing 
wonderful job providing opportunity for 
the social, cultural, and activities 
modern Catholic youth. addition this, 
can often effectively supply vocational guidance 
through lectures and study clubs, and voca- 
tional information and opportunity through 
well-directed hobby clubs. 
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Adult Education 


The activities the C.Y.O. naturally lead 
continuation and broadening these 
activities the field adult education. Space 
this review does not permit survey 
the work our many Catholic college 
and university graduate schools which are 
doing yeoman service preparing Catholic 
leaders education, science, 
culture. use the term “adult education” 
mean education more informal sort. 

Adult education, the sense noncredit 
vocational, sociologic, scientific, cultural, and 
religious courses offered colleges and study 
clubs, the present time enjoys considerable 
popularity. The news items THE CATHOLIC 
JOURNAL during recent months have 
reported considerable number free non- 
credit courses offered through the generosity 
our Catholic colleges. They 
character schools for workers members 
labor unions, schools for college alumni, 
courses the application Christian prin- 
ciples solving the problems modern life, 
studies the cooperative movement and 
credit unions, etc. Study clubs are occupied 
with the liturgy, child-training, literature, and 
other practical subjects. 


Public Relations 


Readers THE CATHOLIC SCHOOL JOURNAL 
have noticed section the news items 
entitled Public School Relations Public 
collected report the activities federal, 
state, and local governments which have 
bearing Catholic school problems and the 
which promote the ideals for which Catholic 
education striving. 

Direct aid from the state for Catholic 
schools such hardly exists anywhere 
our country. The latest agitation for something 
this sort has been lost Ohio. New York 
has been added the list states that 
furnish free bus transportation pupils 
parochial schools. Free textbooks are supplied 
Louisiana. Most cities supply health physi- 
cians nurses Catholic schools. Federal 
funds have been granted many Catholic 
college students for working useful 
research and other projects. 


Significant Statement 


concluding this informal review the 
recent progress Catholic education, 
extend, behalf all who are interested 
Religion Education, vote apprecia- 
tion for the distinct service the cause 
rendered the National Catholic Alumni 
Federation its 1939 convention New 
York City late October. This Convention 
adopted series statements religion 
education which are worthy the widest 
publicity. quote few them: 

“The welfare our nation depends the 
civic virtues our citizens. Crime has 
made serious inroads into the ranks the 
young. This backward movement the 
public conscience has made many our 
citizens blind the religious origins our 
political institutions, has given reign selfish- 
ness and greed; and has weakened the whole 
fabric our body politic. people, 
are living spiritual capital borrowed 
from past generations.

“Frequent fire drills, 
periodic housekeeping inspections, thorough- 
going surveys all points where disasters 
have ever occurred school fires and fre- 
quent inspection all outstanding fire danger 
zones are the ways community can employ 
ward off disaster.”

RESULTS TEACHING AGRICULTURE 


The agricultural division the department 
public instruction has recently completed study 
20,725 boys who have had one more years 
vocational agricultural instruction and are not 
now school. This survey reveals the fact that 
per cent the farm boys who study voca- 
tional agriculture, upon leaving school, enter the 
occupation farming occupation closely 
related agriculture. 

the 20,725 boys accounted for, 839 own 
their farms; 557 are renting farms; 1,177 are 
farming partnership with their fathers; 3,287 
are continuing the home farm with definite 
allowance. This allowance, many cases, the 
income from one more farm enterprises which 
were started the boy part his agricul- 
tural instruction while school. Fourteen hun- 
dred seventy-one farm boys are continuing 
work the home farm and are receiving definite 
wages from their fathers. 

interesting note that 1,640 these 
boys are continuing their occupation farming, 
but are not connected with their home farms. 
One hundred sixty-one this group are farming 
partnership basis with other farmers and 
153 have become farm managers. Thirteen hun- 
dred twenty-six are working farms for wages. 

For the farm boy who has had some training 
the field agriculture there are many occu- 
pations closely related agriculture that offer 
excellent opportunities. These occupations include 
the selling commercial feeds, farm implements, 
and fertilizers. The commercial dairy industry and 
soil conservation service have attracted many. 
interesting note that 3,155 boys have entered 
these occupations closely related farming. 

One the prerequisites entering the field 
agricultural teaching and agricultural extension 
work farm experience. Vocational agricultural 
training also splendid preparation for these 
fields. Farm boys many times are impressed with 
the opportunities these two fields during their 
high-school course agriculture. Three hundred 
sixty these boys this survey have attended 
are now attending agricultural colleges 
preparation for these two fields. 

The survey does not differentiate between the 
boy living community operating rural 
community vocational school where agricultural 
education compulsory for the first two years 
and the boy living community where the 
agricultural course department the high 
school and elective. The number rural com- 
munity vocational schools small and decreas- 
ing from year year. 

The most significant fact revealed the survey 
the large number boys who are buying and 
renting farms and also the much larger number 
who are partnership with their fathers who 
are continuing receive income from the 
home project work which they started during 
their high-school course. large percentage 
this group are young and are doubt accumu- 
lating the necessary capital begin farming 
their own responsibility. quite evident that 
the instruction vocational agriculture fulfill- 
ing its purpose inducting farm boys into the 
occupation farming.
